FRIGHTFUL FALL. 


Two Painters Dropped rtiiTty-flve 


Feet by thai Breatclaff of n 
Grappling? Iron—One Valnlly 
lu|ured—Slnenlar Coincidence. 


A frightful accident occarrod at 9 


o'clock this morning at the residence 
of Edward Honkins, Esq., southwest 
corner of Fifth and Jefferson streets', 
by which George Edward Murray, a 
native of England, aged 32 yea™, will 
probably lose his life: Mr. Hoskins 
reoently moved his one and a half story 
residence from the corner lot to the lot 
adjoining on the "south, 
nnd has 


erected an elegant two-storj^residence 
on the coaejr. The house is not yet 
completed,\j»ihd Murray and Preston 
Tonner, another painter, haa just com- 
menced putting on the second coat of 
paint on the south Bide of the build- 
ing. They were at work on the cor- 
nice, and were standing on a platform 
composed of a long ladder planked and 
drawn np nearly to thn roof, from 
which it was suspended by meang of 
grappling-irons attached to ropes, the 
platform Deing about thirty-five feet 
above the ground. The irons were 
new,^nd Tonner had just remarked 
that ha thought thay were too light or 
frail and that there was danger of 
them giving way.

THE WOUNDED MAN, 


Murray, is a widowar, and has one 
child, about sis years of age, living in 
Sacramento, of which city the father 
was a resident for several years. In 
187i he took up his residence in the 
town of Alameda, and continued to 
work at his trade in that place until 
a few months since, \vhen he cams to 
Oakland to reside. He was a sober, 
industrous and provident man, and 
was highly respected among his fellow 
workmen and all who knew him, 
Preston Tonner, who fell with him, is 
a man of family, but fortunately he 
was able to wall) home to inform his 
family of his uairow escape.

Nsw YORK, April 19th.—The World's 


correspondent interviewed John Kelly. 
The latter, when asked if the confess 
by Tweed was correct, replied: "To 
best of my knowledge and information, 
it is." The further question was then 
asked him, "Have you seen the confes- 
sion ?" To this Kelly replied, more cau- 
tiously. "For certain reasons, I have 
some reluctance in answering this ques- 
tion; but I believe the matter of such 
paramount importance that no obstacle 
should be thrown in the way of a thorough 
and absolute knowledge of the exact de- 
tails of the confession which Tweed has 
undoubtedly made." Kelly further said 
the names of between two hundred and 
fifty and three hundred persons to whom 
he says he had paid money for corrupt 
purposes, are given ia the confession. 
They embrace the names of prominent 
personb of both political parties in this 
city and in the State. Many of them 
have not heretofore been suspected of any 
complicity in the frauds. 


NEW YORK, April 19th. —John Kelly, 


the Controller, having seen Tweed's con- 
fession, presented to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, says: The publication the other 
day was a correct abstract, except with 
reference to Judge Folger; that Tweed 
gave $200,000 to Winslow in 1870 for 
procuring the passage of the charter and 
that Winslow afterwards said the money 
was divided between tho persons named.
